Offer To Purchase

WASHINGTON 
( A P ) - Chessie 
System railroads have offered to buy 
nearly 2,000 miles of track to help 
reorganize the bankrupt Northeastern 
lines. 
The offer to purchase “lines serving 
shippers in peripheral areas of the 
bankrupt systems” was made Wed­ 
nesday by Chessie Chairman Hays 
Watkins in an appearance before the 
House 
Subcommittee 
on 
Trans­ 
portation and Commerce. 
“It is our understanding that certain 
solvent railroads have made proposals 
to acquire the high density mail line 
segments of Penn Central, such as the 
line between Chicago and Pittsburgh 
and Chicago and Detroit,” Watkins 
said. “This...would utterly destroy any 
hope of complying with the explicit 
Congressional mandate...to create a 
financially 
self-sustaining 
rail 
system.” 
For that reason, 
Chessie has 
“refrained from engaging in a bidding 
contest for the high-volume, main line 
routes of Penn Central,” he said. 
Watkins said Chessie had told U.S. 
Railway Association planners the 
corporation would be willing to acquire 
lines in peripheral areas which could 
be reached by Chessie lines already 
there. 
The executive said the move would 
eliminate the need for large infusions 
of government money for track 
rehabilitation.

building. 
Other types of doors could be used, 
but they would need added support 
from the free standing front by means 
of modifications to the superstructure 
of the building. 
While the unit is distinctly non­ 
hospital, according to Adkins, its 
purpose is distinctly medical. The 
hospital environment would be ideally 
suited for the unit because the crew 
would receive intellectual stimulation 
just from the surroundings. 
However, “the important point is not 
where it’s kept,” Adkins said, “but the 
latitude the crew would have to 
operate under. We can do our job from 
any location.” 
But Adkins said the hospital would 
be possibly the best location due 
primarily to long range planning by 
the unit.

medical team would like to install 
telemetery equipment that would be 
used by hospital personnel to monitor 
the vital signs of patients

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Senate has approved a new formula for 
basic state aid to public schools that 
supporters vow will lift state support to 
50 per cent and guarantee an equal 
return for equal local tax effort. 


The plan was approved 26-6 Wed­ 
nesday night after nearly four hours of 
debate and sent to the House. 
By enacting the plan into law, Sen. 
Donald J. Pease, D-13 Oberlin, told his 
colleagues: “We would be saying to 
the taxpayers everywhere in Ohio, if 
you make an equal effort we will 
guarantee equal dollars.” 
While endorsing the equalization 
concept, 
Republicans 
protested 
elements in the plan which they said 
would reverse legislative policy 
against heavy reliance on real estate 
property taxes for school operations. 
“You have raped the people in Ohio 
by guaranteeing annual property tax 
increases,” charged Sen. Thomas A. 
Van Meter, R-19 Ashland. 
Van Meter narrowly missed in an 
attempt to remove language banning 
property tax rollbacks after 1977 when 
a five-year reappraisal of real 
property 
valuations 
ends. 
By 
disallowing millage reductions when 
property valuations rise, Van Meter 
argued, the law would, in effect, be 
increasing taxes. 
His amendment was defeated 17-16 
with Democratic LL Gov. Richard 
Celeste casting a rare tie-breaking 
vote. 
Majority Democrats agreed by voice 
vote to remove from the legislation an 
amendment that would have ear­ 
marked 45 per cent of all new formula 
funding to teachers’ salaries. 
The provision had been inserted in

SAIGON (AP) — A top official of the 
new South Vietnamese government 
said 
in

speech

celebration in Saigon today that his 
country is willing to open diplomatic 
relations with the United States. 
Nguyen Huu Tho, chairman of the 
advisory council of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government, told the 
celebration: 
“The PRG will open diplomatic, 
economic, 
cultural 
and friendship 
relations with all countries of the world 
provided those countries respect the 
sovereignty of our country and will not 
interfere in our internal affairs.” 
He said the United States must 
“carry out its 
responsibilities 
as 
provided by the Paris agreement of 
1973.” He did not elaborate on this 
point, but the PRG has been demand­ 
ing that the United States recognize it 
as the government of South Vietnam 
and “ respect the sovereignty of 
Vietnam.” 
The United States closed its embassy 
— which was later looted by Saigonese 
— a day before the PRG forces mar-

The Senate tabled an 
amendment that would have lowered 
qualifying millage to the current 20- 
mill level. 
A proposed $10.68 billion state 
budget, approved by the House 
Tuesday and sent to the Senate, would 
provide $502 million in new state 
money for elementary and secondary 
education to help finance the formula. 
Five of the Senate’s 12 Republicans 
joined a lone Democrat, Sen. Timothy

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The last 
remaining Marines on the Cambodian 
island of Koh Tang were evacuated 
today following the rescue of the 
American merchant ship Mayaguez, a 
White House source reported. 
Two Marines were killed and at least 
eight others wounded in the helicopter 
assault against Koh Tang, an island 
about 30 miles from the Cambodian 
mainland, according to Pentagon 
casualty reports. 
U.S. fighter planes and Navy 
destroyers continued attacks on the 
island 
to 
cover 
the 
helicopter 
evacuation of the Marines, who were 


reported by Pentagon officials to be 
receiving smallarms fire from Khmer 
Rouge troops. 
As darkness fell, helicopters con­ 
tinued plucking the Marines from their 
island beachead and flew them to the 
aircraft carrier Coral Sea. 
About 12 hours before, some 290 
Marines recovered the U.S merchant 
vessel Mayaguez and began the 
helicopter assault against the island. 
At a predawn news conference, 
Secretary of Defense Jam es R. 
Schlesinger called the operation 
“eminently successful.” 
The Pentagon chief spoke about 3*6 


hours after President Ford gave a one- 
minute nationally televised and 
broadcast speech saying the operation 
had been a success. 
Schlesinger said some U.S. Marines 
had been killed during the attack on 
Koh Tang Island where the ship had 
been anchored. 
He gave no details of the casualties 
or other losses, but another spokesman 
said at least two helicopters had been 
downed. 
The Mayaguez crewmen were ap­ 
parently uninjured and the same 
spokesman said their condition was 
“apparently pretty good.” 
Emergency Medical Team Will 
Be Operational By Late June 


Schlesinger told reporters the 
significance of the armed action went 
far beyond the actual situation. 
“It represents a much needed and 
timely affirmation of the freedom of 
the seas and peaceful transit,” he said. 
“Moreover, it represents a firm and 
measured response to the high-handed 
and crude use of force. To countenance 
such an act would mean the weakening 
of international order and civilized 
communication,” Schlesinger added. 
The test of the American attitude 
began 
last 
Monday 
when 
the 
Mayaguez was seized en route from 
Hong Kong to Thailand. 
The answer was given in Ford’s 
speech delivered just after midnight. 
“At my direction, United States 
forces tonight (Wednesday night) 
boarded the American merchant ship 
S. S. Mayaguez and landed at the 
island of Koh Tang for the purpose of 
rescuing the crew and ship which had 
been illegally seized by Cambodian 
forces,” Ford said. 
“I have now received information 
that the vessel has been recovered 


intact and that the entire crew has 
been rescued.” 
He got that word about ll: 15 p m. 
EDT, when Schlesinger phoned to say 
that a fishing boat manned by Thais 
and flying white flags had turned over 
the American crewmen to the U.S. 
destroyer Wilson. 
It was unclear early today how the 
men were released or where they had 
been held when the attacks began. 
Pentagon spokesman Joseph Laitin 
said the freighter was empty when the 
Marines landed, but warm food was 
found in the ship’s galley. 
The 40 crew members were put back 
on board the Mayaguez today as the 
ship was towed from the area to 
resume its trip to Thailand. 
The operation, the first use of 
American combat forces in Southeast 
Asia since 1973, involved more than 250 
Marines, an undisclosed number of 
warplanes, a carrier and two de­ 
stroyers. The rescue was completed 
about five hours after Ford ordered the 
attack. 
In that time, helicopters flying from 


Thailand landed somewhat less than 
250 Marines on the island where it was 
thought the crew was held prisoner. 
The destroyer U.S.S. Holt lashed onto 
the Mayaguez and 40 more Marines 
swung on board the cargo ship. 
Warplanes screamed overhead and 
began strafing Cambodian positions on 
the island when the Marines ran into 
stiff opposition. 
When it was feared that Cambodian 
planes stationed at an airbase on the 
mainland near the port of Sihanouk- 
ville might interfere, U.S. military 
commanders ordered the base at­ 
tacked from the air. 
The President’s decision to make 
direct and strong use of the military 
came after the administration decided 
that attempts to use diplomatic chan­ 
nels had failed and that the Cam­ 
bodians would not back down. 
Administration sources said Ford 
allowed three days to pass without 
attacking the Cambodians in order to 
remove any opportunity for Congres­ 
sional critics to charge him with 
recklessness.

purchase of the vehicle was the biggest 
factor the EMT faced at its first 
organizational meeting in August of 
last year. 
Adkins sees the purchase of the 
vehicle as “the most significant public 
service Circleville has ever offered.’’ 
City council should be congratulated, 
he says, by the citizens for taking the 
initiative to purchase the unit. 
The vehicle came complete with 
oxygen and suction equipment and 
clubs and groups in the area have 
donated some of the equipment 
needed, Adkins said. 
The 
Circleville 
Kiwanis 
Club 
donated an air traction splint and 
hydraulic portapower unit for ex­ 
tractions. The Sertoma Club donated a 
resuscitator, and RCA donated wood 
for spine support boards. The Cir­ 
cleville High School woodshop class 
taught by Steve Brudzinski con­ 
structed the spine boards. 
However, other merchandise is still 
needed 
to 
complete 
the 
list 
of 
recommended basic equipment that 
will serve the technicians in most 
situations. Donations may be sent to 
the Emergency Medical Team in care 
of Adkins. 
“We hope the 
community will 
become involved 
with our work. If 
they familiarize themselves with the 
equipment and see our needs, we 
should be able to reach our goal,” he 
said. 
The vehicle will be staffed by trained 
volunteers, Adkins said. 
One training class has been com­ 
pleted and a second group is scheduled 
to complete its basic hospital training 
later this month. A third class is set to 
begin in July for fall graduation. 
The second class compiled as a 
group, one of the highest averages 
ever recorded in Ohio on the state 
e x a m i n a t i o n 
r e q u i r e d 
after the 60 hours of training. Their 
92.6 per cent was slightly better than 
the first group, which scored 92 per 
cent. 
With the three groups, the EMT 
would have a staff of 60 volunteers. 
Initially, the vehicle will be staffed by 
two technicians to determine their 
operational capabilities, although 
three would probably be a better team, 
Adkins said. 
They will serve as the official 
emergency unit for the city. Law 
agencies, investigating personal in­ 
juries, will contact the unit for on-the- 
scene treatm ent and transfer to 
hospitals. The EMT will also have a 
dispatch number that will enable 
citizens to contact technicians for 
private services. 
Ambulance operators, who have 
been carrying the burden of treating 
and transporting injured in the past, 
will be on a stand-by basis, Adkins 
said, in case their services are needed 
in major disasters. 
The emergency medical team will 
operate in the incorporated boundaries 
of the city of Circleville. City Council 
has authorized the team to contact 
bordering townships to offer contract 
terms for its services.

tell you — biography, ‘confessions.’ 
I ’m very tired. I do not have the 
temperament for this. 
“ I bought poison, to be ready, if the 
Americans did not get me out. I would 
rather die than be in their hands.” 
A petite woman, she still is strikingly 
beautiful. She says of the traumatic 
change which brought her to America: 
“ I begin now my second life.” 
It is also the second time she has fled 
communism. The first was in 1954, 
when her doctor husband and other 
members of her family were killed by 
the North Vietnamese. 
But long before that, Mme. Ngai, as 
a wealthy North Vietnamese, was 
taking pot-bellied, starving children 
into her mansion in the Tonkin Bay 
area. 
“ As a young woman, my interest 
was sports, all the time,” said Mme. 
Ngai. She was the women’s tennis 
champion of her country, an expert 
fencer and swimmer. 
But the French-Indochina war which 
broke out in 1945 was to change all 
that, she said. 
“ Two million died from hunger. 
There was nothing to eat. It is hard to 
understand the poverty and hunger,” 
she said slowly. 
As the suffering increased, she and 
her neighbors began taking in aban­ 
doned children. In 1954, the Com­ 
munist Viet Minh ravaged her town, 
destroyed her beautiful home, ar­ 
rested her husband, mother, brother 
and two sisters. 
“ All died in prison,” she said. “ My 
mother from starvation, because she 
was too old to work and earn her food. 
My 15-year-old son disappeared one 
day. I looked and looked for him .” 
Then, gathering up the waifs, her 
jewelry and a few blocks of gold leaf, 


she fled south with hordes ot refugees, 
picking up more abandoned children 
along the way. 
By the time she reached Haiphong, 
she had used most of her Je w e ll and 
gold to keep her growing group of 
children alive. 
In Haiphong, she 
named her orphanage An Lac. Happy 
Place.

Oratory's Demise 


The quality of oratory has 
declined considerably in the 
last half century. 
Political 
debates in the classical sense 
have ceased to exist. 
M a s s 
c i r c u l a t i o n 
newspapers, wire services and 
electronic communications all 
possess the potential for wide 
and rapid distribution of 
opposing 
rem arks 
on 
newsworthy items. It is rare 
today for two opponents to 
face one another in verbal 
fisticuffs. 
There is one corner in the 
world where oratory as an art 
is still fashionable—London’s 
Hyde Park. Soapbox orators in 


the park are among London’s 
most 
renowned institutions, 
dating back to 1855, when 
legend has it 
a carpenter 
addressed 
a 
small 
crowd, 
found his reception good and 
repeated his performance. 
Hyde Park long has been a 
favorite sounding board for 
bizarre characters in flowing 
robes and equally long beards, 
but some of the most honored 
statesmen and churchmen in 
British history also have made 
their points from a platform in 
Hyde Park. 
Interesting ground rules are 
in effect in the park. 
No 
criticism is permitted of the 


British 
monarchy, 
but 
the 
throne is not permitted to use 
the park. Anything else goes, 
providing it is not “obscene, 
blasphemous or an incitement 
to a breach of the peace.” 
London observers of the 
park’s speakers corner lament 
the decline in the quality of 
oratory, if not the quantity. 
Perhaps the disease of self- 
importance afflicts all public 
speakers. But life in the United 
States would be more serene, 
and more enjoyable, if men 
used 
soapboxes 
more 
and 
streets less in demonstrating 
their pleasure or displeasure 
at the turn of events. 


Price Of Eternity 


NEW YORK - Dr. Tom Dooley, a 
brave and romantic figure in an 
earlier exodus of Vietnamese peoples, 
died of cancer in 1961. He will soon be 
in the hands of the Devil’s Advocate. 
Some of the people who knew him 
have proposed that the Vatican 
canonize him as St. Thomas Anthony 
Dooley. The nomination is called a 
Cause. A papal court that dates back a 
thousand years, in portions of its 
authority, puts the nominee’s record 
on trial. The chief prosecutor, not 
unlike a Watergate prosecutor, 
demands that the Promoter, the 
spokesman for the group proposing 
sainthood, make the case watertight. 
The prosecutor has been called the 
Devil’s Advocate. Scores of them, of 
course, have died off through the 
centuries, including a succession of 
them who blackballed Sainthood for 
Christopher Columbus, mainly on the 
ground (or ocean) that he maintained 
a mistress while bringing the Cross to 
the New World. 
My friend Tom’s Promoter is the 
Rev. Maynard C. Kegler, O.N.I. In a 
call for support from those who had the 
joy of knowing Tom, or who read his 
best-selling books, Father Kegler (621 
So. 1st Avenue, Buffalo, Minnesota 
55313) writes: 
“ I have been asked by our 
Postulator of Causes in Rome to 
initiate the Cause of Dr. Tom Dooley 
through the offices of the Causes of the 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate. We are 
asking for your help to get the Cause 
moving as smoothly as possible. All of 
us feel that Dr. Tom should be raised to 
the dignity of Sainthood, but, as you 
know, it is a long process. 
“I. — Send letters to me with your 
signature (or signatures) requesting 
that Dr. Tom Dooley’s Cause be for­ 
mally introduced in Rome for eventual 
Canonization. Signitures must be only 
on one side of the page.

Still later, many bishops took it upon 
themselves to bestow sainthood on 
dead members of their flocks. Others 
gained sainthood by serving as

casion did kill them. In the hope that 
their children would show the same 
courage as they grew in the new faith, 
Christian parents named them after 
Saints — just as Dooley was named for 
St. 
Thomas. 
St. 
Dionysius 
of 
Alexandria, who died in A.D. 265, noted 
in his memoirs the most popular 
names of his boyhood were Peter and 
Paul, both martyred. 
This part of the world is short on 
saints. Mother Seton (Elizabeth Ann 
Bayley), bom in New York in 1774, 
widowed with five young children,

became a convert to Catholicism in 
1805 and was banished from the well- 
to-do Protestant family fold. She 
started a school to support her 
children, opened another in Baltimore 
at the urging of Bishop John Carroll, 
Benjamin Franklin’s great friend, 
developed the parochial school 
system, and founded the Sisters of 
Charity. She will be elevated to 
Sainthood next September, 201 years 
after her birth. 
Thus she joins Mother Frances 
Xavier Cabrini, who was bom in Lodi, 
Italy, but spent most of her holy life in 
New York and Chicago and became an 
American citizen. She was canonized 
in 1946, some 40 years after her death, 
by Pope Pius XII. 
So it takes time. But Tom Dooley 
always was a patient soul.

NEW YORK (AP) - For this week’s 
observance of National Transportation 
Week, the Transportation Department 
has released to bureaucrats some 
canned, all-purpose remarks that 
might form the basis of a speech. 
Railroadmen, who maintain they 
have been the victims of government 
bias in regard to prices they can 
charge, competition they must face 
and unprofitable lines they must 
maintain, looked at the script and 
blinked. 
“There is,” the document states, 
“an urgent need for a complete 
revision of the economic philosophy 
that lies behind the government’s 
regulation of our railroads.” 
The railroads have been saying that 
for years. They’ve also been pointing 
out, as the official speech does also, 
that “if our railroads were to stop 
today, our economy would start 
closing down tomorrow.” 
The paragraphs that followed 
seemed 
to 
surprised 
railroad 
executives to be right out of their own 
script: 
“The major reason for railroad 
decline is, of course, competition from 
trucks, pipelines and inland water­ 
ways. I must point out that some of this 
competition from trucks and water­ 
ways is unfair in that these modes 
receive a high degree of government 
subsidy. 
“Their rights-of-way are owned, 
operated and maintained by govern­ 
ments. The railroads, however, must 
pay taxes on theirs. And they are, for 
example, liable for damage on them. 
“A second cause for railroad decline 
is 
the 
outmoded 
government 
regulatory process. The economic 
regulations administered by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
were drawn up nearly IOO years ago 
when railroads were kings. 
“The classic decisions in rate cases 
are decided on the basis of precedent 
— on what has gone before when 
railroads had a monopoly.” 
If the issues are so clear, members 
of the Association of American 
Railroads are asking, why can’t they 
win more points with Congress and the 
rest of the federal establishment? 
The railroad executives maintain 
that their situation is critical — and 
that if theirs is critical so then is the 
position of the entire country, which 
depends upon railroads to transport 70 
per cent of its coal, 60 per cent of its 
grain. 
The railroads claim they need more 
money if they are to continue the job, a 
statement weakened somewhat by 
their report of 197* earnings, the 
highest from operations in eight years, 
although still low by historical stan­ 
dards. 
While truckers run relatively 
unencumbered by user charges on 
publicly maintained highways, and 
barge operators have the use of a 
similarly maintained inland waterway 
system, the railroads claim they lose 
$1 billion a year in regulatory red tape, 
property taxes and forced continuance 
of losing operations.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have two young children and I am 
in a state of chronic fatigue. I barely 
get through the chores of the day. 
I work hard and frankly resent the 
fact that my family thinks my tired­ 
ness is psychological. Couldn’t there 
be some other reason? 
Mrs. C. L., Penn. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The multiple obligations of a home 
and family can be overwhelmingly 
exhausting. The frenetic activity of 
running a house can deprive the 
conscientious housewife and mother of 
all her energy. 
It is unfair for anyone to assume 
that your excessive fatigue is 
psychological. There are far too many 
other physical reasons that should be 
explored first. 
Overactivity and underactivity of 
the thyroid gland, low-grade chronic 
infections, menstrual disorders, 
anemia, hormone deficiencies, low 
blood sugar, low blood pressure, poor 
nutrition and deficiency of vitamins 
and minerals must all be ruled out as a 
primary reason for your exhaustion. 
It is true that psychological stress 
and 
emotional 
upheavals 
can 
materially add to the burden if a 
physical condition does exist. 


One does not need to apologize for 
fatigue. The cause must be found and 
then a realignment of work and 
leisure-time must be established. 


Our newborn child has “torticollis.” 
We’ve been told that this can be fixed, 
but we need some added assurance.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. J.: 
A large muscle runs from the 
mastoid bone to the collar bone. A 
birth injury, or some defect in 
development, may have shortened this 
muscle which is very important in 
turning the head. 
It is now possible, by relatively 
simple surgery, to safely repair this 
contracted muscle. 
Adults, too, develop torticollis (a 
wry, or stiff neck). Usually, this is a 
temporary spasm of the muscle. With 
drugs and heat the spasm is easily 
relieved.

“Emily may be just a doll, but she’s 
almost human to a little girl,” said 
Mrs. Glover, who runs Doll Repair 
Parts Inc. in Cleveland with Miss 
Dorothy Tompkins, another doll 
fancier. 
“Little kids peek over our counter 
with their eyes big as saucers and they 
hold up a doll that’s almost beyond 
hope,” said Miss Tompkins. “Ruth 
fixes them if she can.” 
Mrs. Glover has been a doll surgeon 
since her own two daughters were doll­ 
sized. 
“That was 28 years ago and I guess I 
just never stopped,” she said. 
Doll Repair Parts Inc. is not only a 
retail store, but a wholesale supply 
business for other doll hospitals and 
individual repairmen. It has one of the 
largest doll stand businesses in the 
country. 
A Rocky River woman came in, 
hugging a package. “I have a very sick 
doll here,” she said. 
“In our business you usually nave a 
head and hope to find a body,” said 
Mrs. Glover. “Oh, I didn’t plan to 
sound like a murder thriller.” 
Frankenstein would have fun in her 
back room. Drawers are neatly 
labeled “six-inch bodies,” “arms,” 
“knee joints,” “three-inch legs” and 
“torsos.” 
A broken leg case lay on the 
operating table. 
“That’s a ball and joint doll and I’ll 
have to restring her,” Mrs. Glover 
said. 
Her operating instruments include a 
drill, screwdriver, soldering iron, 
forceps, pliers— even toothpicks. And, 
as in human operating rooms, Mrs. 
Glover doesn’t like overwrought doll 
mothers peeking over her shoulder. 
“The hardest to repair?” she said. 
“An overall chipped head, I think. You 
have to take the whole layer off, fill in 
and sand and apply new coats of paint.

Repairs take from IO minutes to 
three days. Some of the modem dolls 
are unfixable. They have intricately 
wired insides and manufacturers often 
have them hermetically sealed. Nor do 
manufacturers make parts available.

Republic Expands 
Alabam a Plant

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ten 
wildlife kill claims were settled by the 
Division of Wildlife on Wednesday 
against two companies and a country 
club for a total of more than $31,000. 
Eight claims were settled by 
Buckeye Pipe Line Co. for $27,500, 
according to the Department of 
Natural Resources. Nearly 208,000 
wild animals, mostly fish, were killed 
as a result of petroleum products en­ 
tering streams from breaks in the 
company’s pipelines. 
The other claim was against Penn 
Central Transportation Co. for killing 
more than 60,000 fish near Dennison. 
It was settled for $2,975. Congress Lake 
Country Club of Hartville paid $900 for 
nearly 1,400 fish killed during July 
1973.

BOSTON (AP) — Tropical plants, 
not walls or corridors, will be used to 
guide traffic patterns in many offices 
at the new 60-story Hancock Tower. 
Some 3,000 plants, including the six- 
foot, six-inch butterfly palm, are being 
transported from Florida to the delight 
of green-thumbed employes who will 
be working in the building designed by 
LM.

Registration and voting have joined 
such subjects as mathematics, biology 
and home economics in most of the 
state’s high schools. 
It’s all part of a Voter Information 
Program (VIP) being carried out by 
the secretary of state. 
Since the program began last year 
secretary of state Ted W. Brown’s 
office has reached 625 of the state’s 851 
high schools. “It’s been very suc­ 
cessful,” said James Marsh, Brown’s 
chief assistant. 
Marsh explained that 17-year-olds 
will get the right to vote in the June 3 
primary, if they will be 18 by the 
November election. 
“They will be eligible to vote for 
candidates, but not ballot issues,” 
Marsh said. 
The VIP program, he said, is an 
aftermath of the law lowering the 
voting age from 21 to 18. 
Brown’s people do not go into the 
high school unless they are asked to 
appear as part of the program. Most of 
the work setting up a VIP program is 
done by mail. 
“We will get in contact with a 
principal and ask him to name a 
faculty adviser and a student coor­ 
dinator, who will actually set up the 
program,” Marsh said. 
Brown’s office will supply in­ 
formational materials about the right 
to vote as it affects teenagers. 
“In a large part, the schools have 
handled it as part of the curriculum in 
state government classes,” he said. 
Sometimes, a school will ask the 
local board of elections to explain 
voting procedures. 
“They may show voting equipment, 
introduce candidates for office or 
actually conduct a branch registration 
at the school,” he said. 
“Our idea is to carry out a bicen­ 
tennial theme,” Marsh said. “It is a 
natural to use in encouraging 
registration and voting. And that’s 
what this is all about.”

Pollution “fingerprints” of ll eastern 
United States cities have been iden­ 
tified by three Battelle Northwest 
scientists who will use the information 
to confirm air quality predictions. 
The three say that with their in­ 
formation—and following similar 
studies on other cities— they can 
identify the source of air pollution 
found in rural areas. 
James Young, Nels Laulainen and 
Larry Wendell spent most of last 
December flying in the plumes of 
pollution generated by the cities. They 
sampled the air with filters, and have 
analyzed the particles they captured. 
The pollutants, Young said, have 
been compiled on charts that give 
concentration ratios— figures in­ 
dicating the relative amounts of 
various elements found in the air.

Louis, Indianapolis, Columbus, Pitts­ 
burgh, Buffalo, Rochester, New York, 
Allentown-Bethlehem, 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington, D.C.

Young said. “Using the ratios we iden­ 
tify, we are able to calculate where the 
pollutants come from that are in the 
air in a given rural location.” 
For instance, Young said, the ratio 
of the amount of lead in the air at 
Columbus to the amount of selenium is 
13. But at Philadelphia, that ratio is 
130. 
The three will go back to the ll cities 
in June to make sure that their 
findings are accurate for other times 
of the year. Figures already are 
available, Young said, for other 
periods of the year in St. Louis and 
New York. 
“The ratios are amazingly con­ 
stant,” he said. 
ERDA said the Battelle work is in 
preparation for a program to begin in 
1976 called the Multistate Atmospheric 
Power Production Pollution Study. It 
said that will concentrate on pollutants 
which have effects far beyond their 
sources.

Mom Buys Ammo For Policewoman 
The Circleville Herald, Thursday May 15, 1975 


WINDERMERE, Fla. (AP) - 
Police reservist Pam Mullins has to 
send her mother to buy bullets for the 
,38 caliber revolver she carries on 
patrol. 
“ F ederal law prohibits anyone 
under the age of 21 from buying am ­ 
m unition for a revolver,” Miss 
Mullins. 19. said Tuesday. ‘‘So I get my 
mother to go to the store for m e." 
Police officers in this small com­ 
munity some 12 miles west of Orlando 
have to provide their own guns and 


ammunition. 
"We only have one gun,” Police 
Chief Ralph Witte said. "That was left 
behind by a policeman who was here 
some years ago." 
Miss Mullins said she borrowed a 
gun from a friend "but I’ve never had 
to use it. It is a very peaceful com­ 
munity and the only problems you 
have are with speeders.” 
She said her mother, Faye, was “a 
little alarmed when first asked to buy 
the bullets because she doesn’t know 


anything about guns.” 
Miss Mullins took a 16-week police 
training course at Seminole Junior 
College and is now studying criminal 
justice. She also works as a dispatcher 
for the Orange County Sheriff’s De­ 
partment. 
Miss Mullins is the only woman on 
the Windermere force which consists 
of the police chief, three patrolmen 
and four reservists. 
Miss Mullins estimated that she 
fired 500 rounds of ammunition on the 


firing range while taking her Police 
Board of Standards training.

Bumper Crops 
To Hurt Exports 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Bumper 
1975 harvests now in prospect are 
expected to force down commodity 
prices and slash the value of U.S. farm 
exports by nearly one-fifth next 
season, says the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 


The d ep artm en t’s Outlook and 
Situation Board said Tuesday that 
farm exports in the 1975-76 fiscal year 
to begin July I are expected to total 
about $18 billion, down from a record 
$22 billion this year. 


Officials said the drop will also mean 
a decline in the U.S. farm trade 
balance — the difference between 
exports and imports — to around $9 
billion from $12 billion now anticipated 
for the current year. 
“Some of the developments expected 
to reduce exports during fiscal 1976 
include slow recovery from the 
recession in most developed countries, 
expected gains in world agricultural 
production, and reduced export earn­ 
ings by m any m ajor developing 
countries because of the sharp drop in 


prices of raw m aterials,” the report 
said. 
It also said that “export prices have 
dropped significantly since January” 
and that this will have a determining 
effect. The actual volume of shipments 
— including U.S. grain — is expected 
to be up about IO per cent next season.

at

foreign 
markets, the report said Japan as the 
leading U.S. farm customer may buy 
$2.8 billion worth of products next 
fiscal year, down from $3.4 billion 
currently. 
Western Europe, as a bloc, may take 
$6.3 billion worth next fiscal year, the 
report said, compared with $7.4 billion 
in 1974-75. 
Farm exports to the Soviet Union, 
currently estimated at $400 million, 
may increase to about $500 million 
next fiscal year if sales of grain and 
other products pick up. 
Officials said next year’s farm sales 
to the People’s Republic of China “are 
not promising’’ at this time. Sales this 
year are expected at around $300 
million.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Just 20 
seconds before a private plane crashed 
last January, killing five Ohio men, 
someone in the National Airport tower 
questioned whether the craft was 
flying too low, air traffic control tapes 
show.

looking youthful has become in the 
business world.”

“It is an 
appropriate response to the brazen 
seizure and holding of a U.S. ship from 
the high seas.” 
Ohio’s junior senator, John Glenn, D- 
Ohio, said rescue of the crewmen was 
the most critical consideration but said 
he hoped the President had “concrete 
intelligence information that the sole 
way to obtain the safe return of the 
Mayaguez crew was through a strong 
display of power.” 
Glenn called on the President to 
make public the information which led 
to the decision.

Acid Precipitation Effects 
O n W orld Studied By Group 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Scientists 
gathered this week to investigate the 
problem 
and 
effects 
of 
acid 
precipitation on the world at a sym­ 
posium at Ohio State University. 
When excess amounts of poUution 
rise into the atmosphere and return to 
earth 
as 
precipitation, 
the 
phenomenon results. 
“We must first determine what is 
known, whether there is a real 
problem, and how serious a threat it is 
before we chn decide what to do about 
it,” said Leon S. Dochinger, a U.S. 
Forest Service official at Delaware 
and cochairman of the 1st Inter­ 
national 
Symposium 
on 
Acid 
Precipitation 
and 
the 
Forest 
Ecosystem. 
“This conference is aimed at an 
initial understanding of aU factors in 
the problem so that we can gain a true 
perspective and plot the direction of 
research,” he said. 
At the conference, John R. McGuire, 
chief of the U.S. Forest Service, told 
participants that the problem of acid 
precipitation is becoming increasingly 
a difficult problem. 
Soil damage caused by the poUution 
is long-range and stiU being resear­ 


ched, McGuire said. 
McGuire said the precipitation level 
has reached dangerous proportions in 
some Midwestern states. 
Some scientists detect signs of a 
serious threat, both from natural and 
man-made causes, which could be 
aggravated by expanding industries, 
such as utiUty companies. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Forest Service and Ohio S tate’s 
Atmospheric 
Sciences 
program 
sponsored the session with the 
National Science Foundation and the 
U.S. Department of the Interior’s 
office of Water 
Research 
and 
Technology.

Church Trial 
Continues 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)—Bishop John 
Burt, head of the Ohio Episcopal 
Diocese, was expected to be called to 
testify today in the trial of a priest ac­ 
cused of breaking church law by 
allowing two women to celebrate 
communion. 
At least four witnesses told an ec­ 
clesiastical court here Wednesday that 
the priesthood of the two and nine 
other Episcopal women ordained in 
Philadelphia last summer is valid. 
The testimony came from defense 
witnesses in the trial of the Rev. Peter 
Beebe of Christ Church, Oberlin, who 
also is accused of disobeying Bishop 
Burt’s request that the two women not 
be permitted to officiate at the 
Eucharist last December. 
The Rev. Henry Rightor, professor 
of canon law and pastoral theology at 
Virginia Theological Seminary in 
Alexandria, Va., maintained that when 
the church’s canons use masculine 
pronouns in reference to ordination, 
they are used generically and include 
women. 
Bishop Robert Dewitt, one of three 
bishops who ordained the ll women 
July 29, 1974, testified the ordinations 
met all requirements of substance al­ 
though not of procedure. The women’s 
credentials were examined by the 
ordaining bishops instead of the 
standing committees of the dioceses 
involved since the women’s dioceses 
would not certify them because of their 
sex, Bishop Dewitt explained. 
The bishop also testified that 
although a priest has a responsibility 
to take seriously a godly admonition 
from his bishop, the priest’s own 
conscience informed by scripture and 
prayer might dictate that he refuse to 
obey. 
In a deposition, Bishop John Hines, 
who resigned last year as the church’s 
presiding bishop, contended the 
women 
were 
validly 
ordained, 
allthough they had not completed the 
process because they were not licensed 
by their diocese and bishops. He said 
the matter could be settled in a court 
such as this one.

EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Big 
Ten Commissioner Wayne Duke has 
refused to shed much light on the Big 
Ten and National Collegiate Athletic

University’s football program. 
Duke, at a news conference Wed­ 
nesday to complete the conference’s 
spring meeting, said only that the Big 
Ten began the investigation of MSU 
before the NCAA became involved. 
He made no other comments about 
the investigation. 
However, he said the Big Ten has 
voted to recommend to the NCAA that 
the number of football scholarships by 
1977 be reduced from 105 to 90. He said 
the conference will recommend 
basketball scholarships be cut from 18 
to 16. 
“I want to point out that we are not 
adopting these proposals,” Duke said. 
“But we have adopted action sup­ 
porting them, or the most restrictive 
proposals that might come before the 
NCAA.” 
He said other steps advocated by the 
Big Ten to cut rising expenses will be 
to curtail off-campus recruiting and 
limit the number of campus visits by 
prospective recruits.

Dolly Saxbe In Love W ith India 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The only 
thing Dolly Saxbe doesn’t like about 
India is its official animosity toward 
the United States. 
The wife of Ambassador William B. 
Saxbe, back home from New Delhi for 
a visit, is enthusiastic about her new 
embassy home, Indian people, culture 
and food. 
“We love it,” she said. “We’d been 
there five times. We knew the house 
and most of the staff. 
“The embassy is beautiful, airy, 
lacy, just a lovely house. The whole 
complex won an international prize in 
architecture, you know.” 
Not so pleasant, she said, are the 
anti-American 
headlines 
in 
the 
newspapers every day and the student 
demonstrators who gather frequently 
outside the embassy. 
“It’s really very hard for us to un­ 
derstand,” she said. “We always think 
we’re the good guys, 
but, 
as a 
government, we’re not very popular in 
India.” 
While the official attitude seems to 
be, “we’re India’s biggest enemy, 


personally and socially they’re great,” 
Mrs. Saxbe said. 
She said the Indians “were gleeful” 
over the 
fall of 
South 
Vietnam, 
delighted that the United States “got 
our comeuppance.” 
Mrs. Saxbe believes the attitude is 
partly due to the situation in Pakistan, 
a little of the “rich relative” reaction 
to all the humanitarian assistance the 
United States has given India, and a 
little “ snobbery” left over from 
English rule. 
She said Indians seem to still retain 
some of the supercilious British feeling 
about Americans. 
“It’s peculiar,” she mused. “Most of 
them have children over here, either 
working or in school — and the 
children think America is great. The 
president himself has a son-in-law 
practicing medicine in New York and a 
son in medical school in Florida.” 
Mrs. Saxbe said the ambassador and 
she truly enjoy other aspects of 
diplomatic life. 
She said the diplomatic community 
includes many old friends from 


Washington, and the Saxbes entertain 
about three nights a week. 
They love the Indian curries, 
chutneys and spices, “but I generally 
try if we’re entertaining to serve 
American food,” Mrs. Saxbe said. 
“I just have the idea we’re a little 
piece of America in India,” she ex­ 
plained. 
Mrs. Saxbe returned to this country 
for the marriage of her oldest son May 
9 in Philadelphia and to meet her new 
granddaughter, born April 28 to State 
Rep. Charles R. Saxbe and his wife in 
Mechanicsburg. 
She 
plans 
to 
remain 
in 
Me­ 
chanicsburg until her husband arrives 
later this month to address the Ohio 
State University June commencement 
exercises.

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A laska M a y Liberalize 
Strictures O n M arijuana 


JUNEAU, Alaska (AP) — In a state 
where alcoholism is the No. I health 
problem, the Alaska legislature is on 
the verge of liberalizing marijuana 
laws to deal with what one lawmaker 
calls “the world as it really exists.” 


The house voted 21 to 17 Tuesday to 
remove criminal penalties against 
adults who possess any amount of 
marijuana for personal use in their 
own homes. In place of maximum 
penalties of $1,000 and a year in jail for 
simple possession, a $100 civil fine 
would be imposed. 
If approved and signed by Gov. Jay 
Hammond, the legislation would make 
Alaska 
the 
second 
state 
to 
“ decrim inalize” 
possession 
of 
marijuana. Oregon adopted a similar 
law in 1973. 
Details of the pending legislation 
have not been worked out, and a 
constitutional challenge to Alaska’s 
marijuana 
laws may 
change 
the 
eventual outcome. 
“The measure does, however, at­ 
tempt to deal with the world as it really 
exists,” said Terry Miller, the bill’s 
main sponsor and 
former senate 
president. 
Under various bills passed by both 
houses of the legislature, the small­ 
time user of marijuana could simply 
pay his fine by mail if arrested. Most 
legislators believe a one-ounce limit 


of 
may be placed 
on possession 
marijuana in public places. 


“Without question there has been a 
moderately high level of acceptance of 
m arijuana among an 
important 
segment of our society,” Miller said. 
Possession 
of 
m arijuana 
was 
reduced from a felony to a mis­ 
demeanor by the legislature five years 
ago. Still, more than 50 per cent of the 
drug arrests in Alaska each year are 
for marijuana possession or sale. 


Alaska officials said 1,500 persons 
were 
arrested 
for 
m arijuana 
possession or sale last year. Four 
persons were arrested for possession 
of heroin.

Although the Ohio 
Implementation Plan had been ap­ 
proved by the Administrator of the 
U.S. EPA on May 31, 1972, a sub­ 
sequent decision by the U.S. Court of 
appeals for the Sixth Circuit vacated 
the Administrative Procedure Act.

Bill Passes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(A P)-A bill 
expanding the power of the state 
banking commissioner to deal with 
failing banks was approved 91-2 by the 
House Wednesday. 


The measure, sponsored by Rep. 
Ronald H. Weyandt, D-43 Akron, now 
goes to the Senate. Weyandt said the 
bill was prompted by problems the 
state encountered in the recent finan­ 
cial collapse of the Northern Ohio 
Bank in Cleveland. 
The bill defines the superintendent’s 
post, his appointment procedure, and 
provides him a four-year term. 
It also makes the superintendent 
more independent of the state com­ 
merce director and clarifies his power 
to subpoena records; remove bank 
officers and take possession of failing, 
state-chartered banks. 
Voting against the bill were Rep. 
Norman A. Murdock, R-21 Cincinnati, 
and Virginia Avern, D-17 Cleveland.

“ In schools today, we have many 
firearm s brought in, being used 
against not only students, but against 
staff,” he said. “ The problem with 
weapons in schools is a problem 
throughout this state, all over this 
country.” 
Farley said juvenile court and school 
board policies no longer deter students 
who want to tote guns in the classroom. 
“ Those that are juveniles know 
basically that very little will be done to 
them when they are found with a 
weapon,” he said. “ The deterrent is 
not there for students. We do need 
something very strong.” 
Farley testified in favor of a bill 
which would remove armed students 
from juvenile court jurisdiction and 
allow them to be treated as adult 
criminals. He also approved of a bill 
which would make parents responsible 
for their children’s guns. 
He said one of the guns seized 


recently at his school was from a girl 
who said her mother gave her a pistol 
and told her: “ If anyone bothers you, 
use it.” 
“ We must get the message across to 
parents as well as students that we 
cannot operate while these weapons 
are being brought in,” he said. “ We 
are not going to be fortunate enough to 
always receive a warning before 
someone is killed.” 
The bills also were endorsed by the 
Cleveland Council of Parent-Teacher 
Associations. 
“ Guns in the hands of teenagers are 
a menace to society,” said Mattie Reid 
of the council. “ Fear is destructive, 
and we would like for our boys and 
girls to feel secure in their schools.” 
Millie Waterman of the state PT A 
organization urged the committee to 
give administrators the “ proper 
legislation to work with, so that the 
majority of students do not need to 
fear.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A fuel 
adjustment clause in utility rates may 
be necessary, but it should be a clause 
that consumers can figure and 
evaluate 
themselves, 
a 
joint 
legislative 
committee was 
told 
Tuesday night. 
Utility customers testifying before 
the legislature’s Joint Select Com­ 
mittee on Energy said a fuel ad­ 
justment clause, which allows a direct 
pass-through of fuel cost hikes, is a 
reasonable idea. 
But they said the clause is too 
couched in technicalities, hidden 
figures and complex calculations to 
allow the consumer to judge it. 
“The consumer receives no notice,” 
said Dr. Karl H. Hertz of Springfield, a 
teacher at Wittenberg University. “No 
public hearings are held, no ex­ 
planation of how the fuel adjustment 
clause was arrived at is given. 
“The public is entitled to see the 
evidence and know how the rates are 
figured,” he said. “The average 
citizen does not have any way by which 
he can know that he’s being dealt with 
fairly.” 
Pat Nelson of Springfield, speaking 
for the Ohio Coalition of Utility Con­ 
sumers, said electric rates “cannot 
continue to increase. But if they do 
continue to increase, they have to be 
based on facts, facts that the people 
can understand and accept.”
